LONDON (WP)—The most 
forthright defence of ‘the 
rights of conscicnce” made by 
an. English-speaking Roman 
Catholic hierarchy since the 
Reformation came Tuesday 
from the 26 Roman Catholic 
bishops « England and Wales. 

Both in spirit and in words 
the bishops’, statement. on 
Pope Paul's contreversial 


encyclical continuing the | 


¢hurch's ban on contracep- 
tives, was in sharp contrast to 
the stand — being taken -on 
“obedience”. by Patrick Car- 
dinal O'Boyle of Washington. 

The rights of conscience, on 
the one hand, and authority, 
on ithe other hand, were not 
s.cn as incompatible by the 
bishops. 

“Neither this encyclical, nor 
any other document of the 
church, takes away from us 
our right™and duty to follow 
our conscience,’’ the  state- 
ment boldly proclaims. 


TEMPERANCE URGED 


“The pope, bishops, clergy 
and faithful must all be true 
to conscience. But we are 
bound to do everything in our 
power to make sure that our 
conscience is truly informed.’ 

Open discussion of the papal 
encycli¢al—published eight 
weeks ago—is to continue in 
England and Wales, where 4 
million Catholics live, ,All that 
the bishops asked. is that 
“bishops, priests and laity’ 
conduct their discussions in a 
Tesponsible and temperate 
manner. “co-operating in a 
Christian spirit.” 

The statement was taken 
here to mean that if a person, 
having studied the encyclical, 
cannot in conscience agree 
with it, he can, in certain 
¢ircumstances— to be defined 
in the confessional—practise 
birth control with a- clear 
conscience, provided he keeps 
an open mind on the church's 
teaching on marriage, which 
is constantly being added to.

JIETNAM, RACIALISM, POV- 

, erty, violence—these problems 
understandably are engaging the 
chief attention of the United States 
presidential candidates and their 
audiences throughout the country as 
the campaign swings into its final 
weeks. They provide the flame that 
inspires oratory and crowds, and the 
heat of emotion in which the issues 
are being hammered out. 

But behind these more spectacu- 
lar topics another, much quieter, 
battle is going on, and its outcome 
will in the end perhaps prove more 
important than the front page 
struggles. The quieter contest is 
that of the experts fighting to direct 
the country’s economy away from 
hazards and towards continued pros- 
perity. 

Since the recent measure was 
wrestled through Congress provid- 
ing for an increase of $10 billions 
in revenue through a surtax, and a 
decrease in federal spending of $6 
billions, a careful watch has been 
kept to see if the effects were as 
forecast, The fiscal restraint may 
be somewhat less than was antici- 
pated through the tax increase; and 
exemptions from the heavy slash in 
expenditures—such as the Vietnam 
war effortand interest on the public 
debt—have tempered the effects of 
the spending cut. Borrowing from 
public funds has kept cash available 
to the public-and—se—eeunteracted 
to some extent the decrease in gov- 
ernment spending. 


The battle lines of the back- 
ground struggle are drawn between 
two schools of economic thought: 
the monetary and _the fiscal. ‘The 
monetary economists see the econo- 
my dependent on—and controllable 
through—the money supply. ‘The 
fiscal advocates, on the other hand, 
place chief importance on govern- 
ment spending, taxation and deficits 
in determining the trend of the 
economy. = 

The former look to an increase 
in inflation, a’ continued acceleration 


_of the economy and no change in 


America’s. balance. of -payments, if 
the present forces persist. The lat- 
ter experts, however, interpret ex- 
isting fiscal conditions as producing 
an economic slowdown, and perhaps 
even a slight recession in the new 
year. 

Mr. Nixon, if successful in his 
bid for the presidency, is expected 
ito favor restraint on budgetary 
deficits and an anti-inflationary 
climate even at the expense of a 
small increase in unemployment. 
Neither candidate, however, has 
stressed economic issues in his cam- 
paign, and in the current political 
and social atmosphere in the United 
States theeSubject would fill few 
halls or hold few television au- 
diences. But the tug-of-war contin- 
ues nevertheless, and will in the end 
decide the ability of the country to 
finance its war, its domestic social 
programs and its overseas commit- 
ments. 


~ Put Them With the Water Pipes 


ie IS ENCOURAGING THAT UN- 
derground wiring is receiving ac- 
tive consideration in Saanich and 
was even discussed at last week's 
conference: of the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities. There are two major 
blots on our urban scenery these 
days—one, the steady and apparent- 
ly unavoidable increase of surface 
parking lots which, empty or full, 
offer little to please the eye; and the 
other the archaic system of curb- 
side poles loaded with wires. 
Cities-of-the future will not have 
this typeof power’ delivery. One of 
the best improvements ever made in 
Victoria was the elimination of the 
overhead wiring through the city 


centre, and the process should be 
undertaken on a regularly scheduled 
basis in an ever-widening perimeter. 
No urban renewal project should be 
planned. with other than under- 
ground wiring, for it will be waste- 
ful to try to create a 20th-century 
environment with 19th-century fa- 
cilities. Other communities have 
“gone underground” and still more 
are doing it today. We cannot, of 
course, effect a change overnight. 
But more economic methods and 
materials are gradually being de- 
veloped and we should keep the ulti- 
mate objective continually before 
municipal councils and utility plan- 
ners. 


By the Shores of Okanagan... . 


ECREATION AND CONSER- 
vation Minister Kiernan has 
replied “with some encouragement 
to a brief from the Okanagan-Simil- 
kameen Parks Society urging es- 
tablishment of a Class A_ public 
park on the shore of Okanagan 
Lake about mid-way between Kel- 
owna and Penticton. The proposal 
sounds like an excellent one, for the 
area in question contains scenic 
canyons, small lakes and a variety of 
mountain and lakeshore sites ad- 
mirable for picnics, camping, and 
both land and water récreation. 
While much may be criticized in 
the provincial government's handl- 
ing of the major parks, where in- 


dustrial entry has-been permitted to 
the detriment of these nagural 
museums and recreation areas, the 
record is very much better in re- 
gard to the smaller camping and pic- 
nic areas that have been set aside 
throughout the province. The pub- 
lic’s heavy use of these sites is proof 
of their wide appeal and also proof 
that the program of park acquisition 
and development should proceed 
without hesitation. 

The proposed Okanagan site 
would be an excellent addition’ to 
the provincial parks system, and 
Mr. Kiernan’s referral of the brief 
to his Parks Branch gives promise 
of welcome action. 


Lost Cause 


C IS DISTRESSING TO READ 
of the separatist meeting in Mont- 
real where the rallying eryswas 
“Hang Trudeau.” Outspoken opposi- 
tion to the prime minister’s policies 
is one thing, but Canada can do 
without mob-rousing invective. -It 
creates the climate of hatred and 
violence which exists in many un- 
settled countries but which has not 
often been evident here. — 

These may have been just words 
flung out in the passion of the mom- 
ent, but itis unfortunately true that

assassination attempts cah be seed- 
ed by such incitement. 

There is little hope of persuading 
the Quebec extremists to keep the 
debate within civilized bounds.

A Loaded Glove for the Duty Punch 


HE consumers of this country have 
suffered innumerable wounds inflict- 

ed by the concealed protective weapons 
of their federal governments. For this 
- reason their repre- 

sentatives in Parlia- 
ment should look 
with intense sus- 


picion on Mr. Ben- 
son's latest master- 
piece, the white 


paper on anti-dump- 
ing. There is some- 
thing disarming and 
ultra - respectable 
about the term, white 
paper. In the present 
ease any critic must overcome initial 
inhibitions because it is generally known 
that the proposed anti<dumping statute is 
related (more or less) to the GATT anti- 
dumping code which in turn is related 
(more or less) to the Kennedy Round, 
which is liberal and virtuous. The 
importance of non-tariff. barriers to trade 
has long been. reeognized and the general 
proposition that such matters be regu- 
Jated by international rules is rarely i 
ever challenged nowadays. 

It is important to be clear on two 
points. First, the proposed bili és not part 
of the Kennedy deal. As Mr. Grey, ~the 
assistant deputy minister, department of 
finance, told a House committee last 
January: “There is mo technical or 
mechanical link between our tariff 
concessions and the anti<dumping. con- 
vention. We did not ask for tariff 
concessions from other countries for the 
changes we were prepared to contem- 
plate in our anti-dumping provisions. Nor 
did other countries ask tariff concessions 
from us for the changes they were 
prepared to accept in their procettures.”” 


Rude Questions Invited 


Thus an inquisitive member of 
Parliament need not feel that in asking 
rude questions about Mr. Benson's bili he 
is in some way suggesting that we should 
rat on our. proper obligations to foreign 
powers. They might well be overjoyed by 
the sacrifice of much in this bill. 

Secondly, the concern of our hard- 
fighting negotiators was not solely to 
liberalize trade. It was this in part; they 
sought assurances, very properly, that 
our exports would not be exposed to jhe 
arbitrary use, or threat of use, of any 
dumping duties in other countries. But 
they were also charged by Mr. Sharp 
with a second objective; to ensure, in 
Mr. Grey’s words, “that under any new 
set of rules the Canadian government 
would have the clearly recognized right 
to apply any dumping duties quickly and 
effectively when dumping threatened 
Canadian \industry, and exporters to 
Canada would not be allowed to dump 
without~running the risk of incurring 
dumping duties in respect of the period 
during which the question of injury was 
being looked into.”

Formidable Achievement 


How successful they were in their 
first task will doubtless become apparent 
over time. Their formidable achievement 
in the second is evident in, Mr. Benson’s 
proposed bill. 

If our present anti<iumping law is 
Draconian, as importers have frequently 
alleged, what adjective will do justice to 
Mr. Benson's suggested replacement? 

The rule has been that a Canadian 
firm, in order to set the antidumping 
machinery in action, had to show that 
the products affected were of a class or 
kind made in Canada. There had to be 
substantial Canadian production amount- 
ing, according to a long-standing reg- 
ulation, to ten: per cent of normal 
Canadian production. 

In other words, the consumer could 


hot be put to this particular form of tax - 


torture unless there wa’ an established 
Canadian industry suffering actual injury 
or threatened by injury from dumped 
goods. 

There is now to be a huge change. If 
Mr. Benson's bill becomes law, it will be 
possible at the expense of consumers to 
protect an industry which is not more 
than a gleam in the eye of 
calculating friend of the government 

The bill says that dump duties may 
be levied on the basis' of a finding that 
the entry of ‘goods “has materially 
retarded or is materially retarding ‘the 
establishment of the production in 
Canada of like goods.” 


some~ 


In other words. all a manufacturer has 
to do is to satisfy a tribunal that, if 
goods are made more expensive for the 
public, he wil launch a_ venture 
protected from birth. 


There is even a provision to cover the 
case of reticent manufacturers who may 
be hesitant to make representations of 
this sort to government. A kindly deputy 
minister will do it for them if he is “of 
the opinion that there is evidence” that 
prospective Canadian production is being 
retarded by the foreign goods being 
purchased by wayward consumers. 


The importer, as he appears in the 
clauses of Mr. Benson's bill, is a highly 
suspect, probably subversive, person. 
What happens if Mr. Smith buys some 
attractively priced goods and the tri- 
bunal, about the same time, is advised 
by the ever-alert deputy minister that a 
provisional dumping determination is 
made (thus protecting industry against 
the first: whiff of competition)? The 
tripunal goes into action to find out, 
among other things, if Mr. Smith was 
aware “or shoukd have been aware”’ that 


-the exporter was practising dumping. If 


it turns out that he has been less vigilant 
than, say, the RCMP or FBI, he gets 
smatked with an extra duty. ,

A Ping-Pong 


IHE tense Arab-Israeli relations in the 

Middle East do not constitute the 
only sensitive international issue to be 
made a plaything of in the U.S. 
presidential election 
campaign. East-West 
relations have also 
suffered: directly in 
the emergence of a 
political controversy 
over the_ pending 
muclear weapons non- 
proliferation tr€aty, 
indiréttly in the 
question of the NATO- 
Warsaw Pact power 
balance along the 
European dividing line. 

The treaty controversy can be simply 
stated: Democratic candidate Hubert 
Humphrey is speaking out for early 
ratification by the Senate, and Repub- 
lican Richard Nixon favors a delay. 

But in upholding their respective 
points of view, neither candidate grap- 
ples with the issues raised by the treaty. 
Both favor the treaty, but Mr. Nixon 
wants its final enactment into interna- 
tional law delayed to show US. 
displeasure with the Soviet invasion. of 
Ceechoslovakia, and not because of any 
intrinsic short-comings of the treaty. 

Mr. Humphrey has been warning that 
Senate failure ‘tocact quickly on the 
treaty will prolong the danger of a 
nuclear arms race developing among 
smaller mations, and so prolong the 


It should not necessarily. be assumed 
that everythingj.in the bill is bad, 
although it might be prudent for MPs to 
treat it as Mr. Benson does the importer 
— suspecting the worst until purity of 
motive is established beyond doubt. 

For example, the code has caused 
some bother in Ottawa by ruling out 
dumping duties, combined with arbitrary 
valuations, where no dumping exists. 
{This has been the method for dealing, 
for example, with imports of certain 
seasonal: products.) So the former 
sections which permitted this are 
repealed, thus preserving Canadian 
virtue. 

The duty vacuum, is, however, being 
promptly filled. In a situation where, 
without dumping, Canadian producers 
are being injured — in the opinion of the 
minister of finance — the government at 
its discretion may impose surtaxes in 
addition to duties. Such an order may 
remain: in effect without parliamentary 
approval for 180 days. 

It is a very complicated bill which 
will be studied in committee. One has 
the impression that it deserves a great 
deal of study and, in advafice of the 
committee hearings, most careful araly- 


sis by importers and by eonsumer..

This was not the U.S. intention, as 
Mr. Nixon could find out in a-trice by 
consulting the state department. The 
U.S, sought the treaty because it felt the 
spread of nuclear weapons to non- 
possessing powers was inherently dan- 
gerous: the likelihood of nuclear weapons 
being .used increased with the number 
of nations possessing them.

@ The treaty asks certain nations 
actually or potentially under the gun of 
nuclear powers — Germany, Japan, 
India, Israel and-or the Arab states — to 
abstain should the need arise to counter 
their enemies and to put their trust in a 
vague guarantee of succor by the signing 
nuclear nations. Citizens of the threat- 
ened countries are bound to. ask 
eventually whether a major nuclear 
power — for example, the United States 

is really going. to open itself to 
incineration on their behalf; 


Talking in. Circles 


The political candidates are bith 
talking circles around an issue which 
could determine the fate of the world, 
This tossing eround of the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty bas immediate __re- 
percussions on the East-West front line 
in Europe. 

Germany, especially, has been wor- 
ried about the avoidance of. substance in 
U.S. political. discussion of the treaty, 
and it has been making its fears known 
to. officialkdom here. German feeling is 
that the treaty, which Germany is being 
virtually demanded by both sides to sign, 
can have the eventual result of leaving 
the country unprotected, 

This does not reflect,as the Soviets 
believe (or profess to believe), a lust to 
acquire nuclear weapons. It reflects a 
desire not to be sold short in the process 
of Past-West give-and-take. - 

Germany feels that the. U.S. has 
underestimated the significance of the 
Czechoslovakian affair because it has not 
altered the boundaries of the European 
power ‘blocs or upset the basic balance of 
power. : 

But, they say, it bas reflected the 
ever-growing Soviet paranoia over Ger- 
many and-has. brought a new Soviet 
troop concentration to the Bohemian- 
Bavarian border, The Soviets succumbed 
to. their delusions about~Czechosiovakia 
in invading that country; and.they have 
plenty of dejusions about Germany.

WASHINGTON—The 
forced march of nuclear 
technology has brought 
the United States and 
the Soviet Union to the 
foot of a new mountain 
of weapons. They have 
the choice of going on 
up that mountain—per- 
haps toward an arma- 
geddon—or veering off. 

The two nuclear super- 
powers—likened by the late 
Robert Oppenheimer to two 
scorpions in a bottle—for the 
first time face the choice as 
near equals. There is no 
“missile gap’’ on either side. 

In fact, both the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
are on the verge of producing 
doomsday weapons that may 
so upset the present balance 
of terror that it can never be 
restored. This fact is adding a 
sense of urgency to argu- 
ments in favor of a treaty 


defensive Hes on both 
sides. 
President J on wants to 


, that, treaty 
as soon as he observes an 
appropriate: mourning period 
for. the Czechs. The Soviets, 
for their part, passed the 
word after their invasion of 
Czechoslovakia that they are 
still interested in discussing a 
missile freeze. 

If such a treaty cannot be 
negotiated, the U.S joint 
chiefs of staff have a clutch of 
proposals for bombers, mis- 
siles and other new strategic 
weapons that would easily add 
another $100 billion to the 
military budget, Vietham war 
or not.

And they, too, would be right. 

This leaves long-range 
bombers and missile-carrying 
submarines. Here, again, it is 
a matter of looking at the 
same facts in different ways. 


Bomber Ratio Better 
Than Four to One 


The American president can 
safely declare that the United 
States has plenty of bombers 
—far more than the Soviet 
Union. The ratio is better than 
4 to 1. If he wants to remain 
unprovocative and. save 
money, he can refuse to build 
the new bomber the air force 
wants. In any strategic nu- 
clear war, the bomber will be 
a launching pad for missiles 
and the B-52, he can argue, is 
good enough for that.

As for submarines, the 
Soviets have already started a 
Polaris-type fleet and have 
high-speed killer subs under 
construction.

The Soviet Union also has 
closed the gap in military 
research. John S: Foster Jr., 
director of Pentagon research, 
told the Senate preparedness 
subcommittee earlier this 
year that in 1961 the Soviet 
Union spent $6.1 billion on 
‘atomic energy defence and 
space research compared to 
$8.1 billion for the United 
States. Since then, the Soviets 
have “more than doubled” 
their research, Foster said, 
while the United States in- 
creased its effort by 3 per 
cent. 

One of the products of the 
research by both sides is the 
spy satellite. Originally de- 
signed to pry out information 
that would help each country 
design mew weapons, the 
observation satellite could end 
up as the policeman for the 
treaty designed to reduce the 
need for such weapons.

Summer's Valedictory

It is\not yet the time &f-Nature’s deep 


My. sister’s letter from the Atlantic 
seaboard glows with a Westerner’s apprecia- 
tion for the late September color of the 
F Maritimes’ hardwood for- 
ests. It is a sight I have 
yet, to see and to contrast 
with the more sober, but 
still rich, change of the 
seasons on the south of this 
Island. 

“There are a few 
splashes. of brilliant paint 
giowing at Shawnigan. 
Some of the wild Oregon 
grape sport leaves of crim- 
son and scarlet, some a 
shiny yellow. And, with the first touches of 
frost, the poplar on Smith’s point up the lake 
will lift like a candle flame. But our ‘maples 
seldom achieve more than an overnight flash 
of yellow among green leaves that quickly 
brown and rustle to the earth. Arqund the 
shoreline the evergreens have a new-washed 
look, the hues of cedar, pine, hemlock, blasam 
and Douglas 'fir forming the backdrop for 
arbutus trunks, while the alders move toward 
a conventional subdued tweed. 

We watched summer end there this year in 
the light haze of slash: burning dulling. the 
yeltow light of early September and softening 
the evenings. A cricket delivered his valedic- 
tory in the quiet of a still-warm dusk, chirping 
from stones of the little jetty.

In the morning the mist lingered longer on 
the water, breaking like fragile veils, and 
on the hillsides the small patches of cloud 
dissolved under the sluggish sun.

But unlike the Soviet space- 
craft,the U.S. satellite does 
not make a soft landing on ‘the 
earth. Instead, its package of 
film is jettisoned out over the 
ocean and snatched in mid-air 
by a plane dispatched to make 
the highly secret rendezvous. 
The capsule is designed to 
sink if there is a miss. 


‘Fantastic Detail’ 
Reported in Photos 


On most days, there is at 
least one observation satellite 
looking down from space. The 
Pictures they take are de- 
scribed as “fantastically de- 
tailed” by American. officials 
who have| seen them. USS. 
officials used to brag that 
they could take a picture of 
an object as smal] as a dinner 
Plate. Now they claim they 
can pick out a button on a 
man’s shirt. 

‘ This kind of detail enables 
the superpowers to keep track 
of missile deployment’ and 
troop movenents, They can 
even count horses and trac- 
tors to get an idea on how 
advanced an economy is. 

The observation satellites, 
as one specialist put it, make 
monitoring a missile treaty 
mechanically “an acceptable 
risk.” They may prove the 
way of getting around Soviet 
objections to on-site inspection 
that have dereailed arms 
negotiations in the past. 

If a formal missile treaty is 
negotiated, its endorsement 
by the joint chiefs if vital to 
hopes for Senate approval.

South African 
Gold Selling 


Seems Imminent

WASHINGTON — In the 
war of nerves between the 
U.S. and South Africa on the 
gold price question, the U.S. 
has adopted a tough posture. 
Treasury Secretary Henry 
H. Fowler’s speech Tuesday 
represented a bet that the 


| South Africans will soon have 


to unload some of their gold. 

Since March, when -the 
South Africans began holding 
their newlymined gold off the 
market, their official gold 
reserves -have ballooned at 
least $300 million to slightly 
more than $1 billion. 

To earn foreign exchange, 
the U:S. apparently believes, 
the South Africans will have 
to allow some of the gold they 
have stashed away to flow 
into the free-market. 


The South Africans have 
been pressing, instead, for the 
right to sell gold to central 
banks or to the International 
Monetary Fund at the official 
$35 price, whenever they 
chose to. 

The U.S. and its gold pool 
partners have rejected this 
idea, which would allow the 
South Africans to manipulate 


} the market.

Fringe benefits cost more to 
an employer than they appear 
to be worth fo’ an employee. 

This apparent paradox 
arises from the two different 
viewpoints of the persons 
concerned. 

To an employer all salaries 
and wages costs. which are not 
direct payment for productive 
hours of labor may -be re- 
garded as. fringe benefits. 
These fringe costs” would 
include such items as holiday 
pay, statutory holidays, and 
even rest periods ‘and coffee 
breaks. 


But to an employee a fringe 
benefit is some tangible value 
which he can recognize as 
being in addition to his pay 
cheque. He does not see his 
coffee break as a value which 
he receives, nor would he 
normally count his holiday 
pay cheque as an extra value 
in addition to his regular pay 


| cheque. These things are ail 
} part of his pay. 


SEMANTIC PROBLEM 

The problem is really a 
matter of. semantics because 
the words “fringe benefits” 
have come into general use 
without any clear definition of 
their meaning. This simple 
difference of interpretation 
has been, and still is, the 
eause of -much_. wasteful 
misunderstanding between 
employers and employees. 


A recent survey has shown

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Engineer Predicts 


Probes Reason /Pollution Controls 


By JIM HUME 


All drinking water taken from Shawnigan Lake 
should be boiled or treated before consumpiion says 
William Bailey, provincial director of public health 


engineering. 


He made the statement Tuesday in.an address to 
the Victoria branch of the Canadian Mechanical Con- 
tractors’ Association at the Red Lion Inn. 


“Shawnigan Lake has now 
reached the™“point of pollution 
where all drinking water 
should be boiled or bought,” 
Mr. Bailey said. “The water 
from’ the lake is no longer 
safe to drink without treat- 
ment.” 

Mr. Bailey said checks on 
the growing level of pollution 
at Shawnigan have been under 
way the past three years. 

“Some people already 
sensibly. boil their drinking 
water,”” he said. “Others do 
not, All I-can say is that I 
would not-drink a drop unless 
it had. been boiled or treated 
in some other way first.” 


Mr. Bailey outlined the 
growing problem of pollution 
especially ' as 
bodies of fresh water. 


“A stream, river or lake 
can take care of pollution but 
only up to a certain degree," 
he said. ‘“‘When you start 
overloading a fresh water 
body with raw sewage ‘or 
other wastes, deterioration is 
extremely rapid. 


“Small lakes in particular 
cannot take too many poljut- 
ants before they are 
destroyed.” 


Recreation Values Threatened 


He added that Shawnigan 
was typical of’a lake that 
would eventually be. destroyed 
aS a recreation area unless 
tight polution control restric- 
tions were introduced 
immediately. 


Although _ concentrating” ai 


the pollution of fresh water 
bodies. Mr. Bailey did touch 
briefly on the current con- 
troversy of possible sea pollu- 
tion via the dumping of: raw 
sewage into the ocean. 

“My minister (Health Mini- 
ster Ralph Leffmark) feels 
that it is the responsibility. of 
everyone to treat sewage in at 
least a minimal way before 
final dispjsalh—and I agree 
with him," Mr. Bailey said. 

“Sewage treatment is one of 
those responsibilities we. must 
live up to because we must 
keep our environment clean 
for subsequent generations.” 


Water Quality 


During a_ brief question 
period Mr. Bailey was asked 
when the provincial govern- 
ment could be expected to 


introduce legislation calling 
for positive water quality 
standards. 


“The government -realizes 
that we must have an estab- 
lished water quality standard 
and is working on legislation 


now,” he said. 
“I don’t think it will be too 
long before Mr. Loffmark 


makes an announcement.” 
Asked if he felt treatment 


Mr. Bailey noted that some 
‘critics ‘of treatment before 
disposal claim that man is-an 


adaptable creaturé able te. 
adjust to any environment. 
“They point tt Asian 
countries where sewage 
collection and, disposal 
systems are virtually non- 
existent,"” Mr.. Bailey said. 


“And it is.true that millions 
of people live under those 
conditions. But they live as 
we would, and should, refuse 
to live, and disease is ram- 
pant.” 

Following his address Mr. 
Bailey shoWed a two-week-old 
“color movie produced in 
Europe which graphically 
‘ showed the disaster a com- 
munity ‘can bring -upon itself 
by dumping untreated sewage 
and industrial wastes into 
streams and rivers. 


Standards Pending 


was mecessary even: if a 
community was building 
lengthy and deep sea outfalls, 
Mr. Bailey replied: “Put it 
this way. With a deep sea 
outfall your beaches might be 
safe. With treatment before 
disposal. you know they are 
safe. Yes, I am in favor of at 
least. primary treatment be- 
fore disposal. 

“Taken all-round, the 
waters of British Columbia 
are quite clean at present— 
but the time to make sure 
that they stay clean is now.”

against the Christian concept 
of love and marriage, the 
bishop says.

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Witchcraft Murders 


Increasing in India

BOMBAY (CP) —-A recent 
spurt_in ritual crime is caus- 
ing concern to the Indian gov- 
ernment and private social 
welfare agencies, 

During the last six months | 
several gruesome murders at- 
tributed to superstitious be- 
liefs have..been reported from 
the provinces of Maharashtra, 
Madhya Pradesh, Assam, 
Orissa and Rajasthan. These 
have been mostly confined to 
tribal pockets where more 
than 90 per cent of the popula- 
tion is illiterate but, 
surprisingly, ‘a number of rit- 
ual murders have also oc- 
curred in and around Bom- 
bay, India’s most Westernized 
city. I 

Indian police currently are 
investigating a series of mur- 
ders in Bombay attributed to 
a follower. of a mystic cult. 
Raman Raghavan, the ac- 
cused man, is alleged to have 
killed at least 20 persons with- 
in the last four years as “of- 
ferings” to Aiyanar, his _vil- 
lage deity. 

Raghavan, a native of Mad- 
ras in southern India, was ar- 
rested in late summer follow- 
ing a manhunt by some 1,000 
police detectives. He is being 
held in a strongroom at the 
headquarters of the Bombay 
provincial police pending a 
wide-ranging investigation into 
his antecedents, 


Blamed on Cult 


The general belief in Bom- 
bay is that Raghavan is no or- 
dinary murderer. He did not 
kill any of his victims for 
profit. What is more, he selec- 
ted only homeless people as 
his victims. 

Raghavan'’s weapon was an 
fron rod with three sharp 
points. It resembled the “tri- 
shul” or trident carried by 
wandering Hindu monks as a 
protection against wild ani- 
mals. 

Did Raghavan act alone or 
is he a member of a cult dedi- 
cated to human sacrifice? 

Two senior police officers 
have flown south to verify a 
report that the headquarters | 
of ‘Raghavan’s mystic cult is 
located in a temple 50 miles 
from the town of Tiruchi- 
rapalli. 

One report circulating here 
says the cult has a member- 
ship of 80 with branches in 
several parts of India, partic- 
ularly in the tribal pockets of 
Maharashtra and Madhya 
Pradesh. 

Raghavan is said to have 
boasted to the police that he 
set out from his southem 
hideout with the “‘ambition” 
to kill 101 persons and offer 
them to his god. The figure 
101 has some religious signifi- 
cance among tribal communi- 
ties. 

How many persons did 
Raghavan kill in all? Esti- 
mates vary. - According to 
press reports published here, 
he may have claimed more 
than 40 victims. 


Killed Own Son 


His activities caused terror 
in Bombay’s suburbs. At one 
Stage suburban residents were 
afraid to move out of their 
homes after dark.

The big problem-and hazard 
with the Ronan Point struc- 
ture was that the system of 
construction depended heavity | 
on sheer gravity. 

For example, a four-ton 
siab which made up the basic 
floor support of part of a flat 
would merely rest on a 
grooved ledge of a six-inch- 
thick concrete wall slab. 

Part of that groove would 
be filled .in with fresh con- 
crete. If the outer wall were 
blasted by heavy pressure, 
the floor slab would slide into | 
the one below, causing 
progressive collapse, in the 
manner of a deck of cards 

When a municipal architect | 
of Newham ‘town council, 
which controls Ronan Point, 
was asked why steel frame or 
at least steel’ rods were not 
used in the concrete construc- | 
tion, he replied that this type

Migrane 


Caused 
By Foods?

Recently a physician re- 
ported what had been known 
for many years—foods can 

y produce at- 

ee tacks of mi- 
‘ graine. What 
gener ally 
hasn't ‘been 
known is 
commonly if 
a physician 
asks a wo- 
man if she 
; knows © some 
foods can 
cause her 

headaches, she will say, ‘‘Oh, 

yes: I know if I eat much 
chocolate or drink much milk 
or_eat_one or two other foods, 

I can get a headache. But 

long ago I quit eating the 

harmful foods, and still I get 
my headaches.” 

During my 2% years at the 
Mayo Clinic I must have seen 
some two or three thousand 
women with migraine; I stud- 
ied Keir problem with great 
care, and rarely was I able to 
help one of them with diet 
alone. In fact, I can remem- 
ber only ome woman who I 
cured of very severe and 
frequent headaches in this 
way. When I heard.she was 
extremely sensitive to milk, 
and knowing there is often 
milk in bread, I asked her if 
she ate bread, and she said 
she did. I then asked a 
cook—a patient of mine—to 
bake her a loaf of bread 
without milk, and with that 

“she was immediately freed of 
her headaches. « 

For all my long life, I have 
had a tendency to migraine, 
but like most men, I get only 
the _scotoma, or blind spot 
with a bright zigzag line 
which. goes away in 20 min- 
utes. I am_ tremendously 
sensitive to chicken fat and to 
chocolate, but years ago, 
before I learned to leave those 
two foods alone, neither of 
them ever gave me a mi- 
graimous attack.

Ottawa Celebrated 
Victory by Borden 


By BOB BOWMAN 
When Pierre Elliot Trudeau 


‘Was elected leader of the 


Liberal party early, this year 
there was a celebration that 
looked more like a Grey Cup 
victory than the windup of a 
political convention. Ottawa 
hadn't seen anything like it 
since Sir Robert Borden de- 
feated Sir Wilfrid Laurier’ in 
the “reciprocity election” of 
1911. 


A few months before the 


election a Conservative vic- . 


tory seemed to be impossible. 
Sir Robert Borden was so 
discouraged that he wanted to 
resign as leader of the party, 


but was persuaded to. stay on... 


Laurier’s strong card was a 
reciprocal trade deal with the 
U.S., something that many 
Canadians had wanted. for 
years. It looked as though 
Laurier would sweep the 


country again, and he had 
been-—prime minister since 
1896. 


Suddenly the trend changed. 
Some Jeading American politi- 
cians and mewspapers began 
predicting that reciprocity 
would lead to Canada. being 
annexed by the U.S. Champ 
Clark, -the Speaker of _ the 
House of Represeritatives, 
said “We are preparing to 
annex Canada.”’ 

That: was enough ammuni- 
tion for Borden and the 
Conservatives. They were 
supported by the CPR and 
other _ powerful Canadian in- 
dustries that Waited trade to 


not north and south. Some 
leading Liberals refused to 
Support their own party. One 
of them was Sir Clifford 
Sifton who owned the Winni- 
peg Free Press, yet the Free 
Press continued to support 
Laurier and the reciprocal 
trade deal. 

Before the election the 
Liberals had 133 seats, and 
the Conservatives 86. When 
the votes were counted, the 
position was exactly reversed: 
Conservatives 133 and Liber- 
als 86. Borden had performed 
.@ miracle! He had been in his 
constituency in Nova Scotia on 
election day, but returned ‘to 
Ottawa on Sept. 3B. His 
Supporters staged a celebra- 
tion that was not emulated 
until Trudeau's victory this 
year: Borden rode through the 
“streets of Ottawa in an open 
carriage with leading Con- 
servatives acting as the 
horses. He served as prime 
minister until the end of the 
world war.

' Help Asked EATON'S 


To Uncover 
First Women; 


By ELIZABETH FORBES 


Forty years ago, the W« 
men’s Canadian Club of Vic- 
toria sponsored and published | 
The Pioneer 
Wemen of 
Vancouver Is- 
land, t843- 
1866. The 
book was 
written by N 
de Bertrand 
Lugrin and 
edited by 
John Hoasie, 
then provin- 
cial librar- 
ian and archivist. It was a 
limited edition. Today each copy 
is a collector's item eagerly 
sought and carefully preserved 


In the introductory chapter 
the author wrote: “The com- 
posite story .of -the pioneer 
women of this last west is a 
plain one. It has to do with the 
great issue of loving and 
mating, of birth and death and 
the struggle for existence under 
terrible odds.” 


* * * 


It was more than a story, she 
said. It held all the drama of 
the changing seasons, fur-trad- 
er’s ships, cabins in clearings 
and the woman’s love for her 
mate and her children 

This last was “very primitive! 
but the truest thing in the 
world, and the one fact respon-| 
sible for the birth of a nation.” 

In the foreward it was pointed e 
out that because of a certain 
time period (1843 to 1866), it 
was impossible to include in the 
book all women who had played 
a prominent part in the growth 
of Vancouver Island. 

Because of these omissions “‘a 
second volume is under consid- 
eration.”” That was in 1928. ' 

On several occasions since 
then, the Victoria Women’s 
Canadian Club has considered 
producing that second volume 
Rising costs of printing and 
publishing always kept a cau- 
tious hand _on recurring discus- 
sions. 

This year, however, still 
mindful of that long-ago 
promise, it was decided to’ at 
least prepare a manuscript for 
a second edition. Then, if the 
manuscript met qualifications 
to consider ways of publishing it

Willard Ireland, now provir- 
cial archivist and librarian, has 
consented to act in an advisory 
capacity.

One of our first steps in this

“Shawnigan Lake has now 
reached the point of pollution 
where all drinking water 


| should ‘be boiled or bought,” 


Mr. Bailey said. “The water 
from the take is no longer 
safe to drink . without treat- 
ment.” 

Mr. Bailey said checks on 
the growing level of pollution 
at Shawnigan have been under 
way the past three years. 

“Some people already 
sensibly . boil their - drinking 
water,” he said. “Others do 
not. All I can say is that I 
would not drink-a drop unless 
it had been doiled or treated 
in some other way first.’ 


Mr:>>- Bailey outlined © the 
growing “problem of pollution 
especially as it applied t 
bodies of fresh water. 


“A stream, river or lake | 
ean take care of pollution but 
only up to a certain degree,” 
he said. “When you start | 
overloading a fresh water 
body with raw sewage or 


other wastes, deterioration is | 


extremely rapid.
